The allowability of the claim 1 resides, at least in part, in that the closest prior art of 
record Lai does not disclose or suggest, alone or in combination, measuring the 
selected variables at selected measuring points on a production line over time 
until a failure indication is detected in-one a first of the selected variables; 
detecting an abnormal deviation in one or more others of the selected variables; 
determining a time correlation between the failure indication and each abnormal 
deviation; 

finding an upstream location on the production line that is a source of a failure by 
correlating the first of the selected variables with the other selected variables 
having abnormal deviations, and projecting backwards in time to a convergence 
of the first and other variables in time or location on the production line; wherein 
the production line produces a continuously moving web of material, in 
combination with other elements and features within the claimed invention.
